At St. Paul, prospects are brighter, and 
at Minneap^ bnsinesB has increased, as 
also at Kansas City. wUk trada ia fair 
for the seasun at Omaha and Denver. 
At St. Lonis it is also sti«onger. and there 
is mnch oonfidenoe aa to'tha fntare, al- 
though the depression in the cotton re- 
gions is still felt. Better aooonnts also 
come from the south. At Louisville 
trade hss inipi-oved; at Nashville it is 
very fair; at Memphis, light and im- 
proving, and at Montgomery, improv- 
mg. 

At New Orleans, bnsiness in all lines 
is only fair, but there is slight improve- 
ment in cotton and sngar is firm and 
active with light receipts.

Tba baron decided to look up the 
vnth of the dumee by proceeding to 
Mew York himsdf. The better to get 
•t bottom facta, he diegnised himself aa 
n poor ^brew and took steerage passage 
■eroae'the Aflantio. I waa on the same 
■ieamer with him, bat, realising that 
hemnsthftTe had eome important ob- 
ject to achieve. I did not recognise him 
Vf word or look. When New York waa 
reached, he went to the dingy pens of 
Outle Garden along with the remainder 
of the Jewish exiles.
